The Equine Medical Director's Report prepared by Richard Heardes
submitted similarly. He suggested the controls be tightened wdpect to stall
management and tracking the horse’s location once they arrive on the grounds.

In the absence of Craig Andow, James Weinberg, Counsel for ColoniatsDow
commented positively on the standardbred meet thus far. Mr. Weialsergeported
that EZ Horseplay, Colonial Downs’ account wagering platform ostridouting one
percent to the Breeders Fund as mandated by the statue that went into effect July 1.

During public participation, Marty McClain, an owner expressed dogicerns
about the safety of the administration of Lasix process at Colbowns especially if
you have a difficult horse.
